A rcjiortor who worn two 
miniaturo ,\moric;iii llags on his coat was 
terribly beaten and thrown over a high 
fence.

Sproulc then 
moved an amondiiient to tho otl'ect that 
when the country was ready for prohibi- 
tion it should be accompanied by reason- 
ahle leisure compenaation. Fisher moved 
that Sproulu's amendment be struck out 
and the folhiuiiig added t., the main mo- 
tion: "I'oiupeli.salion being a matter of 
cielail tli.al such be t hi,- c onsicluralion when 
tlie pidliibil ion measure is lieforo the 
house." Carried by three majority. 'J'he 
liouae divided on tho main motion, wliich 
was lost by 42 majority, SliakesiHi.'tre for, 
(Jordon, Uoid, Chisliolm, Mara .against, 
Baker absent. The Senate amended the 
Chinese bill allowing married women to 
enter Canada free of tax.

Mr. Lorinier, in moving the adoption 
of tbo report, referred to the rotircraotit 
of l\Ir. 'riiain, and asked if he had ro- 
signud. 

Sec. Hayward explained tliat Mr. Lori- 
mcr had no doulii, seen in the report that 
at tbo end of each year every school 
teacher's term expired. 

Mr. Lorinier asked if tho toivchers di.s- 
niissed got any notice. 

Trustee Hayward — Thoy will certainly 
got a titonth's notice. 

Coun. Bradon said ho did not believe in 
putt ing strangors above tbo heads fif those 
wlio had bcoii long em|iloyed. He thought 
that teachers sliotild bo moved uji 
vacancies occurred, 

Trustee Hayward said ho would like to 
hoar the cliiiirmim of tho board or some 
of tho trustees. He had taken that posi- 
tion during tho year. 

(;hairman Higgins had taken the naiiie 
position iiH Mr. Hayward. 

Trustee Milne was of l,hu o|)inioii that 
tho a|)poiiitinent of toacliera should be 
loft in the hands of the board of trurttees. 
Ho did not think it a wise thing to ap 



peint teachers for life, as such a course 
would bo to tho detriment of the service. 

Mr. Lurimer asked what certificate Mr. 
Kerr had hold / 

Trustee Hayward— Tho same u.s Mr. 
Thain. 

Coun. Bradon here said that it had 
always been the practice when u teacher 
was dropped out the teacher below him or 

her took the position. 

Chairuian I liggins said that the promo- 
t,ion idea was a very fallacious one. Ho 
defended the action uf the board in not 
promoting llie lower grailo teachers. In 
no case has the stjuidard of a teacher been 
ifikou for promotion. Ho would always 
be in favor if a better teacher could bo 
.secured of ]il,'u'ing him in tho position 
vacated. He knew of two eases where 
teachers bad written letters to the trus- 
tees in which were niisiielled words, and 
if a vacancy were to t.ake place to-day tho 
friends of those same toachors would ask 
that thoy be promoted. 

Trustee Walker said ho was perfectly 
satislieil with the actions of the board. 
He <lid not lielieve in voting l>y ballot, 
and lliongbt that the voting should be 
(innc openly. ( 'on ipl.iints had been inada 
tli.-il Air. Tliaiu compelled the pii|)ils to 
write lUOO words over several times. 
When resolutions passed by the trustees 
wero ignored by the teachers, it was time 
for the board of trustees t > show tho 
loachcr.s that they had authority. He 
tlioiigiit it advis.'ilile tu a|ipoiiil all inspec- 
tor of scbool.s. 

Trusti-e H eisteriiian said that two years 
ago he had moved that tliu trustees be ap- 
pointed annually. The resolution had 
been voted down. Last year he moved 
tlio.saino resolution, which was carried 
iiiiaiiimously, it being I liought by all to bo 
an excellent idea. He understood that 
the teacher who had been put in Mr. 
Thain's place was a competent man, and 
ho was of tho opinion that the change 
w^ould be beneficial to all the scholars. 

Mr. Lorinier said that tho retiring 
ti iistees should have left the a])pointnieiit 
of teaclier.s to the incoiiiiiig trustees. 

Trustoe McMickiug tlieii said that il 
was only after long deliberation that tho 
trustees had done as they did. They 
were of the opinion that teachers should 
be placed in a position to retire without 
dismissHl so that thoy would be able to 
Bocuro other ap]iointnie!its. Tho matter 
was fully gone into by the retiring board 
and ho thought that the course pursued 
was to tho interest of tho toachors. Some 
teachers had come to him and said, "if 
wo are not re-appointed we will have 
time to look about us for something else 
to do if the elections take place some 
time liefore tho closing of the sehools." 
He did nut think tliat mie teacher who 
had been left out should grumble. He 
stood his chances with tho rest and waa 
one that had failed in tho election of 
teachers. 

Mr. Alex. Wilson made a few remarks 
in which he said that the annual reports, 
written in lead pencil, w.is not very 
creditable to the retiring school board. 
He was of the opinion that the trustees 
had done wrong in dismissing a teacher 
without cause. If the trustees had any 
cause to show it should be given to tho 
teaolior dismissed, in writing. He refer- 
red to tho appointineiit a man In an ini- 
liortant ]iosition in tlie schools who did 
not pay his debts. Was it a worse tiling 
to appoint a man who was seen drunk 
upon the street and who was so helplers 
that he had to crawl on all fours. This 
he considered it grave cV.argo against the 
trustees. In closing i\Ir. Wilson gavo 
as his oiiinioii tha': .he retiring Irusteoa 
should have left the appointment of teach- 
ers to the inci.uuii g board. He .also ob 
jected to aeerot sussioiif.. Chairman Hig- 
gins said in reply to Mr. Wilson that 
it had been docic ed to hold 
jirivate meetings two j'eai s ago, the object 
lieing tha;, if c'lmpl.-iints against tho 
diers wjre made to the trustees and if 
found frivolous the}' would not go ,'ibroad 
to the public. Wr. Wilsmi in his remarks 
had objected to an inaiieetor being ap- 
pointed. Ho would inform that gontle- 
man that a salary had been appropriated 
for that pur])oRe two years ago. The work 
was growing .ami an inspect i ir was needed 
to take some of the ai'duous labors now 
invested on the Hiiperintendeiit. With re- 
gard to the gentleman who had been ap- 
pointed ill .Mr. Thain's place, ho was 
there, and there he would stay unless 
removed liy the next board. 
Mr. Loriiiier's niotinii that the report 

be adopted was sit. mded by Mr. B. Kaye, 
iiul^aftera vote of thanks to the chairman 
(Coun. Styles) had been carried unani- 
mously, the meeting adjou med. 

KAMLOOPS ASSIZES.

Asnolu Ceoi'L,'!' was next arr.-iignod for 
causing the death of (Jhilakcsler, by kick- 
ing him while lighting with him. Tho 
evidence rather exculpated tlie prisoner 
and he was acquitted. The same prisoner 
was siibseqiu^iitly tried for .shooting H. 
Shiiltlewiirth through the body in October 
ist, near Semilkaiiieeii. The evidence 
was (di.'ar, and the prisoner being convict- 
iif shooting wAli intent to nuirdor was 
Hciiteiicud to 7 ye irs in the penitentiary. 

In the case of .Vli Cum and Fook 
Cluing, for burglary and .steiding about 
gloDI), in notes .and gold dust, etc., from 
Loon Tai's store, (iriiiiito creek, Fook 
Chung pleaded guilty and Ah Cum not 
guilty. The court seiileiiced .-Vli Cum to 
12 nionlhs' inqirisoiiment with hard labor, 
as a receivi;r of stolon gooila; and Fook 
Chung, for t he gi aver offence, got 3 years 
in the peiiit I'litiary.

On more than one 
occasion it had been foiuid necessary to 
send to British Coliiiiibtua minister of the 
C'rown to enquire into the public aHaiia 
of the province; and not only that, biit- 
to-ilay, and for tlie last eight years, the 
govoriiinent h.ad an agent in British 
Ooluiiibia, in a conlidontial as well as in ,a 
public capacity, and it is said that, thai 
agent, in giving information tu the go\ - 
erntncnt here, ha.s interfered' with the 
just prerogatives of the people'.s repre- 
.sentatives. Whatever gioinid there may 
be for this, it is certainly against the 
genius of parlianient.ary and resj)onsible 
govoriinient. The people's represonlatives, 
fresh from their constituents, are the 
only channel tlmuigh which the guvern- 
nient can learn w h.at the eount ry reiiniri's, 
I hope the govi.'rnmeiil will see t lie ne- 
cessity of having every province reiire- 
Honted in the cubuiet. 1 1 is necessiiry to 
tho intelligent and proper government of 
tho country. 

Hon. Mr. Abbott, leader of the House, 
in elo.sing tho discussion s.aid : It i.s not 
niy intent ion to pinloir.; lliis dcl.air. I 
do not intelicl to f.illoiv limi. gi'iillemaii 
through the v.arious arguments u liich li.ive 
boon lined on this subject, but 1 would 
call the attention of my Inui. friend who 
jmts this ipiest ion to t he t'.icl th:it his ar- 
iriiineill sl;imls upon the basis only "f the 
proposit imi t h.it a certain iiuiiicric;il pro- 
portion of popul.at ion, and a certain |iro. 
[•oftioii of revenue, ri'iider it essential 
that that special numerical proportion 
slioidd bo represented in the Cabinet. It 
ia inipiLSsible, 1 submit to the House (and 
experience has proved it and will ]irove it ), 
to adopt any .such hard and f.isi rule m 
selecting mcmlieis of the ( ".-iliiuft . .As a 
matter of fact, there is no want of coin- 
nuinicatioii bet ween the Cabinet and llie 
aoveml provinces of the DomiinoM through 
tho representatives of the i)eo[)Ic. Those 
two houses constitute tho great coimcil of 
the nation. Every portion of the |)o- 
iiiiniLin, carefully divided up, is rejire- 
sented in this coimcil, and e\ eryouc is 
entitled to have his views lie.anl and his 
opinions considered upon every i|uestior. 
that interests tlie country, and they are so 
heard. I can assure my hon. friends w ho 
have s|ioken that the intoro'ats of Mani- 
toba, and of British Colunibi.i, lia\-i. never 
for ,-1 iiiiiuicni ln'cii losi sight of, ii..r ihrir 
rights, nor their position in respect of 
represeiit.atioii. lint ma}' say, also, 
that I am very much gratilied as a mem- 
ber of this House, and the govornment I 
represent are gr.'itified, to learn how these 
western provinces ••iiid lerrilories .ire pro 
greasing liowtlieii' wealth is iiicrcasiie^ 
and their position generally is iiiipr. .\ iic.;. 
1 hope tho time may soon come wlien wc 
shall have representatives of those pro 
\ iiices in the C;ibiliet. I may s;iy, how 
ever, thai those provinces have ;ill been 
represeliled in tin; Cahin.t. There has 
been a minister from l!nl]sli r..| iioihia ;

Ist. As to tho cost of constructing and 
equimingthe S. & O. Railroad, length 
51 miles, estimated by tho S. 0. R. Co., 

to co8t81,W0,180.27. 

Slid. As to the extent of tho lands suit- 
uble for agriculture, traversed by and 
tributary tA)|tho proposed railroad, ostimat- 
od by Mr. M. Porry G. E. Chief engineer 
to the S. & 0. R. Co-, at 340,000 acres. 

3rd. As to the accuracy of the. verbal 
statements made by tho proiiibters of the 
company to the Government of B. C, to 
tho otl'ect that the said lands are well 
adn])tod for wheat growing, and capable 
of producing wheat in sufficient quantities 
to supply tho whole of the lower country, 
including Vancouver Island. 

First, as to the coat of constructing and 
equipping tho S.' & ' 0. Railroad, length 
51 miles, estimated by the company to 
cost §1,370,180.27. 

Tho ])ropoaod line commences at Sicca- 
moose Station on tho C. 1'. R. line, and 
follows in a southerly direction, the west 
shore of Mara Lake to tho mouth of Shus- 
wap River, thenco it continues along the 
left bank of Shuswap Rivor to Lanibly's 
Landing. 'I'lie .Shuswa]i Rivor at this 
point Lurns abruptly to the east. The rail- 
Way lino continues in a southerly ''irec- 
tion throiigii .Spidliinieheen valley, eroa- 
sing Bennett 's (.'reek near ils contlijence 
with Shuswap River, traversing its right 
bank to the watershed, between Shuswap 
River and the head of (Jkanagan L.ike. 
Crossing the divide tho line is carried on 
til the left bank of Deep (Jreek (which 
Hows into the bead of Okanagan Ltike) to 
tile liead of Otter Lake. Thence it rises

Tho first ten miles from Siceamooso ti 
tho mouth of Ihe Shuswap River i 
through heavy ruck work. The shore of 
Mara Laku ia ver^' rocky and [jrecipitoiis 
From the head of Mara Lake to the cros- 
sing of Heiinetl Creek, li> miles, the work 
is lightei', with cut 1 ings in gravel and clay 
Thence to the head of (iilcr Lake, i;t 
miles, the work is r.'illier heavy in clay 
cuttings :ind embankuient. Thence the 
line rises lo Ihe Swan Lake \'alley ii 
hea\'y clay cllltiiigs for ab'Uil 1 miles witl 
a gr.ade ui' -IH feet [ler mile for tl.dilO feet. 
'I'bonce the work is light for li milua to th 
point of descent to the I'riest Valley Arm 
of Okanagan Lake. The last two miles t 
tho lake is in lieavy rock work ccmeiiK; 
gravel and clay on a "rade of about 50 
feet ti>a mile. This grade and llie one 
rising out of Deep C'reek \'al!ey are the 
steepest on the w'liole line. 

1 have examined .Mr. Perry's plans and 
protiles and am satislied the amount of 
rock excavation cannot bo materially rc 
ducod. 

The excavation in earth may probably 
be reduced on the construction location of 
the line. 

An ostinuite for the equipment of such 
a lino uf railway is open to a considerabU 
margin. 

Per inatance, one engineer might figure 
on station buildings, etc., with some chiini 
to architectural beauty, similar to those 
erected by the Northern Pacilic Hallway 
Comiiany, .■iiiotlier might feel satislied 
with the liarnlike structures to be seen oi 
the Canadian Pacilic road, .-\fler carefu 
consideration 1 am of opinion that the 
Shuswap and ( lk;inagan railway ciiinot lie 
built and suitably ei|inp|H;d for a less sum 
than §25,000.06 per mile, and rigid 
ecomiiny will lierecpiired to keep the total 
cost within that amount. 51 at §25,000 
81,275,000. 

2nd. As to the extent of tho lands 
suitable for agriciilt uri!, traversed by and 
tributary to the [iropoaed railro.'ul, esti 
mated by Mr. Perry C. K. Chief Kii- 
guieer to the S. O. U. (Jo., at .•(lO.OlX) 
acrea. 

Tlio portion of Vale district in question 
is situated in the south east comer of the 
Interior Plateau of British Columbia and 
is described by l)r. (!eo. M. Dawson in 
his re|Hirt on the physical .-nid geological 
features of the south(;rn ]iortion of the 
Interior of liritish Columbia imblished in 
the re]iort of Progress (leological .Survey 
of Canada 1S77-7H, from which I have 
made the following extracts: 

P. 7. B. "The extreme upward limit of 
agriculture may lie stated al .'i.OOO feet 
and it will bo observed that the greate.it 
area of comparatively level plateau coun- 
try lies above this elevation, and is sub- 
ject to more or less summer frosts. F.arin- 
ing is in conae(|Uence pnictically coulinod 
to tho trough-like \alley bottoms, or 
Blojies adjacent to them, and in most 
cases to thuse portions of these on which 
water may he brought for irrigation. It is 
beginning to bo found, however, that fall 
wheat may be grown on many of the 
higher levels on which water cannot be 
obtained, the luoialtire left by the winter's 
allow being siilliciciiL for ils development 
in an average season. The soil is almost 
everywhere \-ery rich and yields crops ox- 
colleiit both as to quality and quantity. 
Little demand at jn'eseiit (1877) exists for 
cereals, however, owing to tho isolation 
of the district, but if stimulated by a 
good market, a considerable arniial ex- 
port could be made. " 

P. 57. li. "About the north end of 
Okanagan Lake is an extensive region 
characterized by broad open valleys, soj)- 
arated by lower ranges of hills, and af- 
fording not only stock ranges but much 
arable land. " * * * 

P. tiO. B. "Tho Spallumcheen valley 
running from tho north end of Okanagan 
Lake tu tho Spallumcheen arm of tho 
Sluwwa|) Lake is alie;uly an agricultural 
district of some impoi lancii, and eousti 
tutes the largest iuea of availidile land 
found together in any one valley of tho 
interior of the southern part of the |>ro- 
vince. The portion of the valley oxauiin- 
ed (south end) is partly prairie laud, most 
of which is taken up, and partly wooded. 
The climate is such that without iniga- 
tion line crops of jdl sorts can bo raised. 
The soil of the lower benclios and bot- 
toms is chiyey, deep and rich, that of tho 
higher levels is lighter but still good. Tho 
sub-Boil shows a tendency to resemble the 
white soil deposit, but it is not well char- 
acterized as such." * * 

I estinuiic that (.>kan;ig.'in Lake is .i.bout 
1,200 feet above tho level of the sea. Tho 
Shuswap river at Lainbley's Landing was 
found by Mr. L. B. Hamlin C. E., by in- 
strumental survey for a canal in 1H82 to 
he 20 82-100 feet higher limn Okanagan 
Lake. 'I'hc hnv land through Spalliim- 
choen, Swan Lake and Priest Valleys is 
about 1,300 foot above the sea level. In 
my estimate of tho agricultural land in 
this vicinity I have included nono at a 
greater elevation than 1800 feot above atia 
level, or ()00 feet' above Okanagan lake. 
The niaximnin ehivalion it will be observed 
is 1200 feot below tho summer frosts limit 
aa stated by Dr. Dawson.

tion of OsoyooB district" published by the 
lands and works department of British 

Columbia in 1873, drawn from surveys 
made by iMr. John .laiio, 0. E. The to- 
IHiijraphy on this maji, though generally 
only sketched in, is remarkably eorreet, 
and has enabled mo to give, what 1 am 
satisfied is ii closo approximation to tho 
autual area of the cultivable land embraced 
within its limits. 

I may lie iierniitted to jioint out certain 
eoiiveiu ioualisins, Which are current in 
this iieiyhborhood. Jn the .SpHllunicheeu 
X'alley ])roper, for instance, ono is told 
"all the land is tjiken up," whioh means 
that all the prairie kind is occu])ied. In 
the more southern IHirtimis of the district 
one is informed ''tliore i.s no vacant land." 
This statement is niado from the stand- 
point, that all the l(ov land on which 
water can bo easily conducted in ditches 
has been pre-empted or purchased, and 
all tho bench land is suitable for grazing 
purposes only. 

From eit lieu- of the above jioiiits of view, 
adoiited in sincerity I aiii sure, thegro.ss 
amount of agrieultur.d land in the district 
Would, comparatively speaking bo small. 

Another conventionalism is "it rains 
mure in Spallumcheen than it does in 
Hricst Valley, the Hission and Pentictoii. " 
For my ])art I van see no reason for any 
material ditf'erenco in the rainfall at the 
points mentioned. The Hanking moun- 
tains I if the gold rangu, bound these val- 
leys on the east, and they ajipear to main- 
tain the same elevation from Shuswap 
river to Penticton. 

Dr. Dawson, page 7 B, of his report 
says: "The cause of tlio dry character of 
the climate is to be found in the wide and 
high coast ranges which intercept tho 
moisture of the pcevalont westerly winds. 
* * * A second zone of precipitation, 
however, commences on the south-western 
slope of the Selkirk and (iold ranges." 
This accounts for the rainfail in this vi- 
cinity being in excess of that found in the 
more northern portions of the interior 
plateau. 

No one appears to have kept any record 
of the i-ainfall in this district, in fact the 
nearest observation stjitioii is at .Spence's 
bridge. The rain clouds generally ap- 
proach from the south, and it is reason- 
able to supiiose, the rainfall of whatever 
liuantity, would tie i)retty equally dis- 
tributed. At any rate such was the caHo 
during my visit. The rainfall in evidently 
small from tho timber growth, u yollow 
pine (P. I'ondoroso) predomimitiiiy. 

I gather from the resident farmers that 
during average seast>n8 u few heavy show- 
ers fall during tho spring of tho year and 
several during the summer before harvest 
time. I am told by every one that last 
year was the dryest season over known, 
some of the grain uMt receiving a single 
shower from the date of sowing to the 
time of harvesting, nevertheless in nearly 
every case fair crops wore garnered. Tho 
average snowfall througli all the valleys 
in question is about two foet.

U is supposed that 
heart disease was the cause of deatli; but, 
when his body was found, the neck was 
broken. This may liavo liaiipened, how- 
ever, whether iMr. \';inee uas dead when 
ho fell from his horse, or whether the fall 
was by accident. 

The Thompson river has boon vory Ingh 
during tho past week; sonio days receding 
about a foot, and then rising higlior than 
' eforo on tho following day. With such 
an immense volume of water pouring into 
the Fraser froui tho 'I'hoinp.ion, It is no 
wonder that the former river is in flood; 
and tho only surprise in that tho recent 
inundations reported on tho banks of the 
I'"rrt8or are not greater than thoy are. Tim 
Thompson, at present, carries more watci' 
than the Frasor doos in ordinary seasonH. 

Throe small bridges on tbii C. 1'. R. lino 
immediately east of the Twin Hutto Were 
burnt on Sunday, in which neighborhood 
forest lires were raging. Trains were de- 
layed for some hours and trauafors had to 
bo ett'eeted until the structures were re- 
placed.
